Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants pointed out that the system of Shimizu is a fixed focal 
length lens system. It is the Applicants' contention that their lens system is capable of subtending image rays to the 
ratios cited in the claims all the while maintaining a focused image for the entire display surface. Furthermore that this 
maintaining a focused image is not possible with the fixed focal length lens system of Shimizu. The Examiner agrees 
that should such a limitation citing that the entire image field is in focus be included in the claim this would overcome 
the current combination of Shimizu and Nicolas .
